A LITTLE WISDOM WILL DO GOOD. 
Ibis republican congress has an op­ 
portunity to build up or tear down tha 
present majority rn the house of repre­ 
sentatives. It oan so behave itself that 
the republicans will be reasonably sure 
of carrying the next congress, or it can 
forget its plain duty, disappoint the peo­ 
ple, and lose its power. The republi­ 
can majoiity can do either one cf these 
things without much trouble. 
It is interesting to pay some attention 
to the history of congress. 
The pnlse 
of the people is rarely ever wrong. When 
the people kick against the goads, there 
is a reason for it. Sometuing is wrong. 
The great mass of people cannet be de­ 
ceived the second time politically, and 
the republicans should remember this 
fact. 
Take a few examples: The re­ 
publican majoiity was getting along very 
well in congress until it passed the sal­ 
ary grab bill in 1873. The next con­ 
gressional election in 1871 buried the re­ 
publican majority oat cf eight. 
The 
party wa* snowed under completely,and 
it was no wonder. The democrats re led 
in the house and they made a poor 
job of it for two cr three congresses, and 
in 1880 the republicans carried the con­ 
gressional elections. They had a splen­ 
did opportunity to hold congress for a 
long time, bat common sense seemed to 
abandon the republican party, and it went 
directly at work to cut its own throat by 
passing the infamous river and harbor 
bill ’n 1882. It made the republican 
party—tne great masses of the party— 
not the congressmen—blash to read the 
yeto message of President Arthur relat­ 
ing to the river and harbor bill. The 
people blush for the shortsightedness of 
the republican party in congress, bat 
the mischief was done, and when the next 
congressional elec tio n came on what a 
pitifa1 story of defeat there was to tell! 
There came an avalanche of democratic 
votes “down these torm en ted hills,” the1 
made the republican paity sick. All on 
aoconnt of a reckless congress. 
Well, the democrats did not improve 
on the reoord of the republican?. They 
never have been able to profit by repub­ 
lican mistakes, and so the democratic 
majority went on in its old blundering 
way and knocked itself crazy. It began 
to monkey with the tariff from a fret 
trade point of view, to favor foreign in­ 
terests instead of American interests, and 
do things that were reckless and un-

They have far tetter 
chances to [obtain employment, to se­ 
cure fair wages, to build a home, to suc­ 
ceed in business than the laboring men 
of other countries. 
With fair ability, 
with industry, sobriety, and economy, 
any working man can own his own borne; 
he can command respeotfnl attention, 
become respectf a1 to himself and tbe 
community and can always keep himself 
above want. 
Here arb some facts for tbe working 
men to ponder: Tbe wage-workers cf 
Great Britain have more money in sav­ 
ings banks than tbe wage earners c f any 
other country in Eurcpt; and yet with 
not more than one-sixth of the popula­ 
tion of England, tbe working people of 
the New England states kave more 
money in savings banks than England, 
Scotland or Wales. 
Per capita, the 
people cf the United States use seven 
times more carpet than do the pecq Ie cf 
Eagland or Sea Hand, and where yon 
will find one piano or cabinet organ in 
the houses of tbe common people, you 
will find eight In the United States, 
This dearly shows the vast difference 
between the condition of the people in 
the two countries. 
There can never be an 'equality among 
the people of any (country. There will 
be difference in the intellect, difference 
in tbe ability to get clong in the world, 
difference in degrees of industry, econ­ 
om y, sobriety and soon, so that while 
some will go ahead and make something 
of life, others will lag behind and do 
nothing. So long as men are not will­ 
ing to pay the prioe of success, they will 
never get there: 
There is a good deal of rascality some­ 
times among the managers of moaopoliae, 
trustst, and powerful corporations, ard 
they grow rich aud the people .hear of 
them, while there are thousands of poor 
young men yearly coming to the front 
abont whom the world hears bat little 
at present.

WOUNDED OYA BURGLAR 


The Ex-Treasurer of the State of 
Missouri Charged with Em­ 
bezzlem ent. 


ECHOES OF A DISASTER. 


DEFRAUD A COR-* 
PORATION OF MILLIONS. 


Dr. Wagner Bring* rn False Snit Against 
tbe Adams Kxpraas C om pany- 
Other Crimes. 


F r e d e r ic k sb u r g , Va., March 19.— 
One of the most gigantic schemes of 
fraud and forgery which have probably 
ever been known In this country has 
just been made public here. 
Suit was brought by Dr. Harrison 
W agner against the Adams Express 
company for 31,564,875. 
Signatures to documents were forged, 
and when Lawyer W. S. White was 
asked to represent the plaintiff in the 
suit he at onee denounced the whole 
scheme as a fraud and notified the 
officers of the express company of what 
had been done, and Mi. Herring, one of 
tho managers of the Adams Express 
company, 
accompanied 
by John L. 
Thomas of Baltimore, counsel for the 
company, came to Fredericksburg. 
On examination of the alleged signa­ 
ture of William B. Dinsmore as presi­ 
dent of the company on some of the 
documents Mr. Herring, who was famil­ 
iar with it, at once pronounced it a for­ 
gery and stated he was satisfied that 
other signatures wero forgeries and that 
Valentine Brunner, who had formerly 
been agent for the Adams Express com­ 
pany at Frederick, Md., had been dead 
for several years. 
A prominent firm of attorneys in 
Mecklenburg, where the judgments al­ 
leged to havq been obtained, were writ­ 
ten to, and replied: 
“This man is a 
fraud, lie had best be let alone. 
He 
had a suit here but it amounted to noth­ 
ing.” 
Wagner is in Washington and will be 
arrested. Col. J. L. Thompson of Bal­ 
timore, counsel for tho company; Jacob 
Rohnback of Maryland, C. II. Goodrich 
of New York, F. G. Kern of Washing­ 
ton, John Q. A. Herring and D. Herring 
of Baltimore, all connected with the 
company, are here and will go to Staf­ 
ford, where an indictment against Wag­ 
ner will be found. 
Some ten or twelve years ago one Mr. 
Harrison Wagner had brought a number 
of suits against the Adams Express com­ 
pany in Maryland, near Frederick, and 
was given one year in jail there on ac­ 
count of his performances.

One more dead body has been taket 
from the debris and this increases thi 
number of killed to eleven. Others arj 
thought to be buried under tho pile o 
masonry that fell Into the alley. 
Man; 
peoplo wero standing in the opening be 
hind the Brunswick billiard hall whet 
the crash came and it is said that soon 
of them were buried under the falllnj 
mass. 
Search is now being made fo> 
them. 
Shortly after midnight the searchinj 
party discovered a man in the ruins 
and as a large beam had fallen acros; 
his body he was somewhat protector 
from the piles of brick and stone tha 
came down with the wall. 
Ile was pin 
ioned to the ground, but the weigh 
upon him was not sufficient to crush ou 
his life. 
Ho could not be reached, how 
ever, on account of tho pile of stuff tha 
was above him, and life would surely bi 
extinct before ho could be rescued if hi 
did not receive some bodily strength. I 
peculiar device was resorted to. 
A rub 
ber tube was lowered to the unfortunate 
man’s mouth, and in this manner he wa 
fed with whisky. 
For over fourteen hours he lay in lit 
dangerous position. 
Every minute I 
was expected that the huge piece o 
timber would sink and crush out wha 
life remained in the man, and the re9 
cuers worked heroically to release him 
At intervals of a half hour the mar. wa 
given a little whisky through the tube 
and he was able to bear up until he wa 
released. 
It was 9:45 o’clock Tuesday mornini 
when he was taken from the ruins, ani 
a cheer went up from the crowd whet 
they saw that he was alive and wouh 
probably live. 
Tho excitement was intense during th* 
many hours the rescuing party wa g 
working hard to get at tho man. 
Al 
this time he was conscious, and he look 
ed up pleadingly at tho men who finall 
succeeded In saving him.

By this time the family was aroused 
and while physicians wero being sum­ 
moned tho neighbors were aroused and 
quick pursuit organized. Tho assassin 
was followed as far as Alton junction, 
where all traco of him was lost. 
The murderer is a heavy set man, five 
feet ten inches tall, and wears a slouch 
hat and sack coat. 
The authorities all over Central and 
Southern Illinois and Eastern Missouri 
were notified of tho crime and requested 
to keep a sharp lookout for the mur­ 
derer.

The flames started by som 
handkerchiefs, which wero hanging ii 
festoons, catching fire from a gas jet 
The fire was under control at 2 a.rn., bn 
the building was destroyed. 
Mr. Ardo! 
estimated tho loss at from 3125,000 t* 
$150,0000. with $100,000 Insurance. Th 
same building was visited by fire atmos 
the same way last September, and als. 
in the preceding May. 
This time 11 
loss will probably be more than both th 
others together, owing to the fact tha 
the fire baa covered a greater territory 
and also that a larger stock and mor 
expensive was stored there at this tim 
than before.

W ashington, March 19.—W hat will 
be known as the McKinley tariff bill Is 
practically completed. 
While subject to 
revision up to the last moment, the 
schedules have been fought out so thor­ 
oughly in committee th at the material 
changes are likely to be few. 
The estimated reduction of revenues 
from tho bill is in round numbers $60,- 
000,000. 
Some of this is to come from 
decreased importations because of in­ 
creased duties. 
Roughly estimated tho 
proposed reductions may be split up as 
follows: 
Sugar, $27,500,’>00: 
internal 
revenue, $19,000,000; free list, 81,500,- 
000; tariff schedules, $12,000,000; total, 
$60,000,000. 
Tho internal revenue features of tho 
bill are as follows: The entiro abolition 
of all special taxes upon dealers of all 
kinds, commonly known as licenses; the 
taxes upon snuff will be repealed; farm­ 
ers and planters growing tobacco will 
have the liberty to sell to whomsoever 
they please without restraint, in tho 
same manner as any farmer can dispose 
of any other of the products of his land. 
Tho tax upon manufactured tobacco 
will be reduced from eight cents to four 
cents a pound; cigars, cheroots, and cig­ 
arettes will carry the same tax as is 
imposed under tho present law. 
Alco­ 
hol used in the arts Is free under sub 
stantially tho same restrictions as are 
prescribed in tho Senate bill. 
The re­ 
ductions In the revenue 
from these 
sources will be In round numbers be­ 
tween $17,000,000 and $19,000,000. 
The following are tho principal provi­ 
sions In the tariff schedule—the chemi­ 
cal schedule contains but few changes 
from existing law. 
There are some re­ 
ductions and no advances In duty, and 
it Is believed that tbe duties In this 
schedule will bo found below tbe Senate 
schedule: 
The earth, earthenware, and glass 
ware schedule remains substantially as 
in the existing law. 
There are a num­ 
ber of Important changes in tho metal 
schedule. 
Existing rates are maintain­ 
ed upon Iron ore and pig-iron. 
Barbed 
wire for fencing Is made dutiable at 6-10 
cent a pound, which is a reduction be­ 
low that of the Senate bill. 
Railway Iron U reduced to 6-10c 
pound, the present rate being $17 Eton, 
a reduction of about $4 a ton and a re­ 
duction in the rate fixed by the Senate 
bill. 
The duty on steel rails is reduced 
$4 a ton. 
The duty on tin-plate has 
been increased to two and two-tenths 
cents a pound. 
Plg-tin remains free. It 
is believed that with the encourage 
ment our tin-plate will be manufactured 
in this country. 
Already we make the 
sheet-iron and sheet-steel, which is 95 
per cent of the tin-plate, and, with the 
assurance that there Is tin In, tho Black 
Hills it is thought that a great industry 
will spring up. 
There is an increase on the duty on 
pocket cutlery, which tho committee 
Justify on the ground of the depressed 
condition of that industry in the United 
States and the sharp and ruinous com­ 
petition that has already been felt from 
Germany. 
Hand sewing needles are also placed 
upon the free list. Tho now metal alum­ 
inum is given a designation for tho first 
time under “ metals and m anufacturers” 
thereof, and is made dutiable at 37 per 
cent ad valorem. 
In the lumber schedule tho duty on 
sawed boards, sawed planks, and fin­ 
ished lumber Is reduced 50 percent from 
the present rate. 
There is a special 
provision Inserted that In case Canada 
lays an export duty upon lumber then 
duties shall be collected according to 
tho rates under existing law. 
Tho duty on Sumatra tobacco is in­ 
creased to $2.75 per pound, 
Thoro Is a an increase generally along 
tho entire list In tho duties upon agri­ 
cultural products. 
The duty 
upon 
barely is raised to 30 cents a bushel, 
hop9 to 45 cents a pound, buckwheat to 
15 cents a bushel, macaroni and vermi­ 
celli 2 cents a pound, oats io cents a 
bushel. 
The duty on agricultural seeds 
Is increased. 
Sugar under and Including 16 Dutch 
standard is made dutiable at 35 per cent 
and above IG Dutch standard at 40 per 
cent. 
This gives 5 per cent additional 
duty to tho refiners, and as the standard 
Is raised from 13 to 16 tho poople of the 
United States will bo enabled In case 
the refiners combine to put up the prices 
to import sugar which will be In overy 
way fit for family use, 
This Is a cut in 
the duties upon sugar of from 50 to 60 
per cent. 
Molasses is made dutiable a* 25 per 
cent ad valorem, the present rate being 
specific. 
This is a considerable reduc­ 
tion. 
In tho wool schedule, wools of the 
first class, known as clothing wools, ll 
cents 
a pound; wools of the second 
class, known as combing wools, 12 cents; 
carpet wools valued at 12 cents or less, 
3>£ cents a pound; valued at over 12 
cents. 8 cents a pound. 
Tnls Is a re­ 
duction of IK cents a pound from tho 
Senate bill and an increase of 1% cents 
from tho present law.

When the condition of the fire wai 
learned couriers were dispatched to all 
parts of the mine to order the men to gc 
to tho surface at once. 
Hoso was soon 
got in readiness, attached to hydrants, 
and run down the shaft in hopes of put­ 
ting out the blaze, but It .seemed uncon­ 
trollable. 
The current of air passing through th* 
shafts hurried the progress of the fire, 
and at about 6 o’clock flames began issu­ 
ing from the sh a ft 
Nothing definite la 
known about the damage to the shaft OI 
to the mine, but it must necessarily be 
great, reaching at least $50,000. 


London, March 19.—T h* bankers here 
have dispatches from their agents In 
Berlin assuring them th at the report of 
Prince Bismarck’s resignation is true. 
W hether the Emperor has accepted, it Is 
still a m atter of doubt. 
There Is in­ 
tense excitement on the Berlin bourse 
over the crisis. 
Everything will be in 
suspense until a definite announcement 
Is made. 
4 p. rn.—A rumor comes from Berlin 
that in consequence of the resignation 
of Bismarck all of tho ministers and 
their colleagues have resigned. 
His Resignation Accepted. 
5 p. rn.—Tho Emperor at noon accepted 
the resignation of Prince Bismarck. 
He 
has summoned a council of generals to 
meet at 6 o’clock this evening. 
Count von Waldersee will probably 
succeed Prince Bismarck as the Im ­ 
perial Chancellor. 
It is stated that the Emperor’s reason 
for withholding his acceptance of the 
resignation so long was that the Consti­ 
tution does not admit of the Interreg­ 
num in the tenure of the Chancellorship, 
and as the choice of a successor to 
Prince 
Bismarck is 
beset with diffi­ 
culty. His Majesty deferred his accept 
ance until he decided who he would ap­ 
point as Chancellor. 
At this hour there 
is no certainty as to his decision in this 
matter, but a rumor Is abroad to the 
effect that he intends to appoint General 
von Caprivi, who is now Commander of 
the T enth Army Corps, to the Chancel­ 
lorship. 
It is rumored in well informed politi­ 
cal circles that the present difference 
between the Emperor and Prince Bis­ 
marck was irreconcilable. It alose from 
the Chancellor’s refusal to accede to a 
request made by Dr. W indthorst, the 
leader of the clerical party in Termany, 
to restore to the Duke of Cumberland, 
the claimant of tho throne of Hanover, 
the larger portion of the Guelph fund 
When the public worship estimates 
came up for discussion In the Lower 
House of the Prussian Diet to-day, Dr. 
W indthorst said It had been his Inten­ 
tion to review the position of Catholics 
In Prussia, but th at he would desist, 
owing to the uncertainy of the political 
situation. 
Some of the morning papers affirm 
th at the Emperor yesterday Informed 
Prince Bismarck that he would not in­ 
sist npon his remaining in office if It 
was his desire to retire to private life.

The banqueting hall was fitted up as a 
court by Sergt. B. F. Paullin of company 
F, Sixth infantry, who had been spe­ 
cially detailed from Fort Sheridan to a d 
as orderly to Gen. Crook. 
Across the 
southern end of the hall was arranged a 
long table, with thirteen chairs placed 
in front of It, and facing the public. 
This was for the officers of the court 
Inside the space between the front row 
of chairs and tho table were a table and 
desk. 
At the desk facing the court sat 
Capt. A rthur Murphy, the judge-advo- 
cate of the court. At the small table sat 
the accused officer, Lieut. Steele, and his 
counsel, L ieu t E. H. Crowder.

Nearly 8100.000,000 to Be Appropriated for 
the Relief of the Veterans. 
W ashington, March 19.—The House 
went into committee of the whole on the 
pension appropriation bill, Mr. Burrows 
being in the chair. 
Mr. Morrow, of California, in charge 
of the bill, which appropriates $98,427,- 
461, explained the provisions in detail, 
and in reference to the general subject 
of pensions said that it might safely be 
assumed that the number of pensioners 
would reach the maximum about July I, 
1894, when the expenditures would be 
$112,000,000. 
On that date, under exist­ 
ing law, the number of pensioners on 
the rolls would bo 750,000.

H ow to S«« W h at Is G oing 
Water. 
No doubt a good many of our boys 
and girls are ignorant of the fact, says 
the New York World, that they can, 
with very little trouble and at almost 
no expense, construct an instrument 
what 
is going on under water over which 
they sail their boats. 
The very idea 
of such a thing is attractive, and we 
propose to tell you how it can done. 
The water telescope my be made of 
wood or of tin, whichever you prefer, 
and we will describe both. The tin is 
better, because it is lighter and more 
easily handled. 
Its manufacture is 
very simple. 
Get a tinsmith to make 
for you% funnel-shaped tin horn about 
three feet long. 
It should be eight or 
ten inches in diameter at the bottom, 
and broad enough at the top for both 
eyes to look into. 
Into the bottom 
put a piece of glass, cut to fit, and 
make it perfectly water-tight. 
Leave 
the top open. 
The inside should be 
painted black to prevent the reflection 
of the light upon the surface of the 
tin. Around the outside of the bottom 
solder on several sinkers to offset the 
buoyancy of the air in the water-tight 
horn and make it easier to submerge. 
If it is not convenient to get a round 
piece of glass, have the large end made 
square and use square glass. 
That’s 
all there is of it, and when you sink 
the instrument down into the water 
and put your eyes to the small end, 
you will be perfectly astonished at the 
pl amess with which you will see all 
kinds of fish and water animals swim­ 
ming aruund in a state of nature. 
A wooden water telescope is made of 
a long, square wooden box, say ten 
inches at the large and four or five 
inches square at the other, 
Make all 
the seams water-tight by means of 
putty and paint. 
Put a piece of glass 
in the large end, and the 
small 
open to look into, as you do with 
the tin instrument 
A great many of you go on boating 
and picnic parties, and you can imagine 
how much such a contrivance would 
add to your amusement and pleasure, 
to say nothing of the 
instruction 
derived from studying the inhabitants 
of the water at home.

We disaprove of and sondemn 
the oonrt io refusing to assess a flue 
commensurate with the grade of offense 
to which the said Lyke pleaded guilty. 
Sixth. That the nominal fine of two 
hundred dollars in a plea of gality of the 
offense of assault with intent to commit 
a great bodily injury is wholly inade­ 
quate and that the same is under the oir- 
Bumstances of the esse au indignity and 
outrage apon justice and decency. 
The resolutions are signed by some 
forty-five or fifty cf the leading citizens 
of Meadows township.

was not in vitiation cf tho constitution, 
which the supremeeourt now reveries. 
The cate is entitled the State ex. re)., vs. 
Frederick Wens, John Corbett, W. H* 
Morrissey, Thomas Mooney, James Mc­ 
Bride god J. O. Barnes, plaintiffs and 
appellants, against the district board of 
school district No. 8, of the city of Ed­ 
gerton, Rock county, Wisconsin. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel of this morn­ 
ing contains the fallowing synopsis of 
the opinion: 


Sectarian Instruction. 
It seems to have been the practice of 
some of the teachers in the Edgerton 
schools to read, at the opening of the 
day's session, a chapter from the King 
James translation of the bible. 
Some 
of the Catholic parents in that city, 
whose children were attending school, 
protested against snob practice and 
sought the aid of the oourta to prevent 
its continuance. The case at last came 
on demurrer before the supreme court 
whero it was reviewed aud has been to­ 
day decided upon the merits of the whole 
question. 
The constitutional objec­ 
tion urged 
against the practice of 
reading the bible in the common district 
schools are: I. It violates th* rights of 
conscience. 2. It compels these parents 
to aid in the support of a place 
of 
worship 
against 
their 
con­ 
sent (sec. 18, art. I.oonsi.). 3. 
It is 
sectarian instruction (art. X, sec. 3). The 
opinion by Mr. Jest ioe Lyon ia confined 
quite closely to the discussion of the 
question whether the reading of any ver­ 
sion of the bible in the publio schools 
under tbs conditions of this case is ‘ sec­ 
ts! im instruction” within the meaning 
of that term as used In the constitution 
After disposing of some minor pointe 
which arose in the argument; the opin­ 
ion proceeds: 
‘‘la considering whether such reading 
of the bible is sectarian instruction, the 
book will be r* garded aa a whole, be­ 
cause (Le whole bible, without excep­ 
tion, has been designated as a text book 
for use in the E Igerton schools, and the 
olaim of the school board ie substantially 
(although not in terms) that the jrho.e 
contents thereof may lawfnlly be read 
therein, if the teachers so elect. Tnis 
being so, it is quite immaterial if the 
portion thereof set out rn the return as 
• he only poitions thus far read. are net 
sectarian. Yet it should be observed that 
some of tie portions so read seem to in­ 
culcate the divinity of Jesus Chuet and 
the punishment of the wicked 'after 
death, which doctrines are not aooented 
by some religions sect.?,” 
As regards the argument of the coun­ 
sel that the ohnrcb of Rome is hostile to 
our common school system, “ ibis court 
neither sfliiims nor denies the accuracy 
of this p o sitio n .” 
"The term “sectarian instruction” in 
the constitution is defined asifollows: 
‘ The term ‘’sectarian instruction” in 
the constitution manifestly refers ex­ 
clusively to instruction in religious doc- 
tiiuea, and the prohibition is only aimed 
at such inst ruction as is sectarian; that 
:s to say, instruction in religious doc­ 
trines which are believed by Borne reli­ 
giose seotB and rejected by others. Hence 
to teach the existence of a Supreme Be­ 
ing of infinite wisdom, power and good­ 
ness, and tost it is the hi ghee* duty of ill 
men to adore, obey sod loVfc Him is not 
sectarian, because all religious seers so 
believe and teach. The instruction be­ 
comes sectarian when it goes farther and 
inculcates doctrine ordognut concerning 
which (he r* tiglons sects are in conflict. 
Ibis we nnderstand to be the meaning of 
the constitutional prohibition. 
‘‘lhat the reading of the Bible in the 
school?, although unaccompanied by any 
comment on the part of the teacher, is 
‘instruction’ se ms tons too clear for ar­ 
gument. Some of the most valuable in­ 
struction a person ^an receive may be 
dtnvtd from reading alone, without any 
extrinsic sol by way of comment or ex­ 
position. The question, therefore, set ms 
to narrow down to this: 
Is the reading 
of the Bible in the schools—'not merely 
selected passages therefrom, but the 
who le of it—sectarian instruction of the 
pupils? la view of the fact already 
mentioned, that the Bi hie contains num­ 
erous doctrinal passages, upon some of 
which the peculiar creed of almost every 
ft I igloos sect is based, aud that such 
passages may reasonably be understood 
to inculcate the doctrines predicated up - 
od them, bd affirmative answer to the 
question seems unavoidable. Any pupil 
of ordinary intelligence who listens to 
the leading of the doctrinal poi turns of 
the Bible will be more or lees instructed 
thereby in th© doctrine of the divinity 
( f Jet us Christ, the eternal punishment 
cf the wicked, the authority of the 
prieslhood, the binding foi ce and efficacy 
of the sacraments, and many other con­ 
flicting sectarian doctrines,” 
It is further stated that this conclusion 
does not ’Tarnish from the district 
schools such text books as are founded 
apon the fundamental teachings of the 
bible or whioh contain extracts there­ 
from , and also that there is much in the 
bide which cannot justly be character­ 
ized as sectarian, and there can be no 
valid objection to the use of such mat­ 
ter in the secular instruction of the pu­ 
pils. Much of it has great historic*! and 
literary V6lue which may be thus utilized 
without violating the constitutional pro­ 
hibition. It may also be utilized to in­ 
culcate good morals—that is, our duties 
to each other—wbioh may and ought to 
be inculcated by the district schools.” 
A Tendency to Inculcate Sectarian Ideas. 
A nounou is called to section 3, chap­ 
ter 251, laws 1883, providing that in cities 
do trXt books snail be permitted in any 
free public tcboolp, “which will have a 
tendency to inculcate sectarian ideas.” 
and the opinion is expressed that “ the 
nee of the bible as a text-book in the 
public fohoole and the stated reading 
thereof in'such schools, without restric­ 
tion, has a tendency to inculcate secta­ 
rian ideas, and is sectarian instruction. 
within the meaning and intention of the 
cons;ita ion and its statute.” The order 
of the coart overruling the demurrer of 
the relators to the answer of the school 
board must be reversed and the oase re­ 
manded with directions to that court to 
give judgment for the relators on the 
demurrer awarding a peremptory writ 
of mandamus as prayed in the petition. 
.Hr. Justice Cagdoclay. 
Tbs writing of the furmal opinion fell 
to the lot of Mr. Justice Lyon, but at 
his suggestion, Mr. Justice Oasaoday 
prepared a sepal ate presentation of one 
branch of the case, In making some 
general observations at the beginning, 
the sa n c tio n is made that though there 
is no purpose of here indicating that 
the filly Scriptures, if considered as a 
whole and fully comprehended, would 
exoiude from tho promises there oon- 
t tamed, any of the human race complying

same to a mtmbtr of a sect believing in 
any oppceite f(lith or doctrine; but the 
law is impartial and has given no right 
to any one sect that is not equally rend­ 
ered to every other. 
The Wisconsin Constitution. 
After disposing of tho question that 
the oon8ntatiou rf the state supercedes 
the ordinances of the norm west territory, 
it is shown that the co n stitu te of Wis­ 
consin probably famishes a%iore com­ 
plete bar to any preference or discrimi­ 
nation against any religious reel, organ­ 
ization or society than that of any other 
state in the Luiun. 
Besides the clause 
against sectarian instruction the consti­ 
tution provides: ‘ (I) The r.ght of every 
*orsL,P Almighty G^daoyordiug 
to the dictates cf his own conscience 
shall Dot be abridged; (2) nor shall any 
man be compelled to attend, tr-ct or 
support any place of worship or to main­ 
tain any ministry against his const rn • (3 > 
nor shad any control or interference - i n 
the rights of conscience be permitted or 
any preference be given by law to any 
religious establishments or mode? Vt 
worship; (4) nor shell any money be 
drawn from the treasury for the benefit 
of religious B oners, or religious or the­ 
ological seminaries.” 
These clauses prevent the state from 
infringing upou these individual rights 
of persons or the giving of preference 
by Uw to any religions ee.-t or mode of 
worship. But the exercise of each rigb* 
craaotbesotx-endei as to prevent the 
legitimate exercise of the police powers 
or the eta. 3 in preserving order, securing 
good Cl an sh ip , the administration cf 
law and the Sabbath aa a day of rett. 
As to the mutation of whether or not 
this leading of ihe bible in fchool is 
worship, it ia said: “Certainly, the read 
mg of the holy ccriptnres as the e ernal 
word of (rod in obedience to the often 
repeated injunction therein contained 
which, by tue individual in private or iu 
the family, or in the public ac-seruMy, is 
an essential part of divine Worship. 
Every eeimon is based upon some text 
of icriptnre. Most prayers are preceded 
by the reading of some passage of scrip 
ture, aa aa intelligent gaide to the 
thoughts of the worshiper or worship­ 
ers. I ne sermon on tho mount oouraine 
the prayers taugLt by the Blowed Lard. 
Is it possible for any genoiue believer in 
the chi titian religion to read that ser­ 
mon, audio*pjois.1 y that prayer, without 
being hiled with a holy sense of honor, 
reverence, adoration aud homage to Al­ 
might? God, which is the very essence 
of worship. We must hold that tne stated 
reading of the bible in the pobiiuschools 
as a text book may be ‘worship’ within 
the meaning cf the clause cf the con­ 
stitution arder consideration.” 
Ift logically follows that “ihe place 
where the bible Jis read is a place of 
worship,” and that as the ri x-payers were 
compelled to erect aud 
support tbs 
school houses and the children are un­ 
der a late law compelled to attend toe 
public or private schools darings oer- 
taia period, the constitutional clauses 
forbid snob use of the school house 
L It is also shown that •‘each instruction ' 
in any public school would make its re­ 
ligious seminary,” within the meaning cf 
•he constitution, ami hence as these 
school* are supportd in part by the 
proceeds of the school fond and the ods- 
mill tax, each metrucrion is forbidden 
by the conalication. 
M r. J u s tic e O rto n . 
On account cf toe gravity t f the case, 
Mr. J us! 1 c Orlon also rendtrs an opin­ 
ion presenting, in addition to a disem 
Bion of the points reviewed in the oilier

None cf these s ates —in fan 
in no other state except Nevada—l as the 
plain constitational prohibition agaiott 
sectarian instruction in the conin] a 
sabot I* that is found in Sec, 3 Art, 4 of 
the Wisconsin censtituuou. 
The New 
York Educational department has, how­ 
ever, for forty years passed upon th* 
bible question in the same vGw that our 
supreme court has taken rn this case. 


Higher
